CUSTOMS. 


The following extract is taken from alet- 
ter written by a gentleman who has spent 
13 years on the boundary between Rupert's, 
Land and Labrador, in the employ of the 
Hudson Bay Company, and is dated New 
Brunswick Post, Rupert’s Land, Jan, 10, 
1871. Coming from # country about which 
very little is known, either of the inhabit- 
ants or ita general appearance, we doubt 
not it will prove interesting to our readers, 

After relerring to the monotonons life of 
the inhabitants, the writer proceeds to nar- 
fate the habits and appearance of the na- pi 
tives of Labrador, with whom he was most 
The Esquimaux roam over the

barren plains of the north, following and 


where nothing else can find a means of liv- 
ing ; or following the sea-coast, live easily 
and lazily hunting ducks, seals Ge., and 
fishing either with net or hook, After the 


Esquimaux seek the sea coast, and, as soun 
as the sea is frozen, numbers of them 
out on the ice, where they pass the. wi 
in snow houses, There they live on seals, 


harpoon at the breathing holes of those 
animals, Others of the Esquimaux pass 
théir winter alternately on the ics and sake 
On the latter they hunt the reindeer, which 
every winter come down to the coast in 
large numbers, aud sometimes the Eaqi-

The Use of Harthquakes. 


The usefulness of earthquakes was a 
favorite subject with the late Sir John 
Herschel. Were it not for the changes. in 
the earth’s crust which are constantly be- 
ing effected by the action of subterranean 
forces, of which the carthqueke. is the 
most active manifestation, there can be no 
doubt that the addition of the sea beating 
upon the land, together with the denuding 
power of rain, would inevitably cover the 
entire earth with one vast ocean, ‘ Ilad 
the primitive world been vonstructed as 
it now oxists,” says Sir» John Herschel, 
“time enough has elapsed, and force enough 
directed to that end has been in activity, 
to have long ago destroyed evory vestige of 
land.” Mr. Proctor shows most clearly 
the beneficial manner in which tho restora- 
tive avtion of the earth's subterranean 
forces is arranged.

Fightful Boiler Explosion. 


FEARFUL LOSS OF LIFE, 
St. Louis, April 11, 
The stamboat Oceanus, from Red River 
to St. Lois, when near Brook’s Point, 
twenty mes above Cairo, at four o'clock 
this mormg, exploded her boiler, tearing 


her boat fre and aft, and making a com- 


plete wre¢ of her. All the officers uf the 
boat are reorted killed, and many passen- 
gers scaldé to death. There were sixty-

The English Budget 


Everybody in England{is in a good humor 
with Mr. Lows just now. Last year when 
his match tax, and one or two other arrange- 
ments, broke dewn he clapped two-pence on 
the income tax. This year he finds that he 
has a surplus in hand of over three millions, 
and consequently the incame tax is again to 
be brought down to what may be called its 
normal state—fourpence. The duty en coffee 
is also to be reduced from 3d to 14d a pound, 
The reduction in the income tax is what peo- 
ple are so delighted about ; and Mr. Lowe 
has enchanced his popularity by introducing a 
provision which will afford great relief to a 
class of persons whose position renders it very 
hard for them to make ends meets. All in- 
comes under £100 have hithert» bern, 
and are now, exempt from taxation alto- 
gether. Incomes under £000 have hither- 
to been allowed a deduction of £60 before 
being calculated for taxation. Mr, Lowe has 
now raised the amount of deduction to £80, 
and has extended the benetit of it to incomes 
not exceediug £300 a year, The estimated 
revenue for the coming year is £71,675.000, 
and the estimated expenditure £71,313,000, 
leaving a balance of revenue over expenditure 
of £362,000. The British revenue is yery 
elastic, and we should not be surprised, if 
things are economically managed, to see tha 
balance increased to something like £1,000,-

@ Mother Country, our natural protect: 
ress, were quite peveared to make little of 
our rights, to the extent of urging upon 
our Government, with all the weight of 
Imperial authority, the adoption of the 
fishery clauses of the Treaty without any 
other compensation than the Treaty itself 
provides, “As bearing upon the question of 
Canada’s future relation to the Empire, 
we regard the position taken by the Mother 
Country in these negotiations as a matter 
for profound regret. We thought we were 
safe when our interests were committed to 
the hands of Imperial statesmen, and find 
we were not. e thought that when a 
Joint High Commission was appointed to 
deal with the question at issue between 
Great Britain and America, the representa- 
tives of the two countries would meet and 
discuss matters on a footing of perfect 
equality ; we find on the contrary England 


most—it is in bitterness of spirit we write 
such a word, but in no vein of xaggeration 
—almost crouching to the huge Republic, 
and inviting it to name its own terms of 
pacification. It was for the Americans to 
usk and receive, that their pockets might 
be full ; and, as might have been expected, 
they did not fail in asking. We cease to 
wonder now at the claim for consequential 
damages, for when a nation yields as much 
as Great Britain yielded, and shows itself 
so nervously anxious for peace as Great 
Britain showed herself, there may fairly 
be supposed to be no limits to its powers of 
complidace. No wonder the Americans 
thought they had before them a helpless 
prey, and that haying cut a good slice in 
the Treaty of Washington they had only to 
“come again” with a demand for conse 
quential damages in order to get a great 
deal more, 

In the light of the papers now submitted 
to Parliament the Sasaatan public can 
judge how difficult a position their Govern: 
ment occupied while these negotiations were 
in progress, They saw point after pmint 
given against them, and England reaay to 
sanction everything. They protested in 
strong and feeling terms against the sacri- 
fice of Canada’s rights, but their protests 
produced but little effect on Downing street.

Storation of the equilibrium in the price of 
wool and its products, The result of the 
public sales of wool, now in progress in 
London, will be awaited with more than 
the usnal degree of interest on this side of 
the Atlantic, since, npon the prices thus 
established will depend, to a great extent, 
the course of the American market, ‘The 
offerings of these public saJes comprise 170,- 
000 bails, made up principally of Australian 
varieties, Cable despatches state that 
prices have declined one penny per pound 
on certain grades, and that the value re- 
alized varied from $1.16 to $1.25 per pound, 
for scoured wool. Tho stringency of the 
London money market and the rise in the 
Bank of England rate may have had some- 
thing to do with the depresssion, though of 
course, it is to early to reach any dofiuite 
conclusion as to the final result. Whatever 
will be the outcome, it is hardly probable 
that there will be any very marked reaction 
in wool until the world's supply of the sta- 
ple shall again be brought to a point some- 
what in excess of the demand, which can 
hardly be accomplished in a single season, 
Meanwhile dealers remain very firm in their 
viows, dnd refuse to soll unless at full 
prices.

A Gallunt Rescue. 
A THRILLING INCIDENT OF THE STORM—RBS~ 
CUR OF THE ORBW OF A STRANDED VESSEL. 


(From the Chiedgo Tribane.) 


‘The fearful storm of wind, and rain and 
snow which prevailed on Monday lashed 
Lake Michigan into an awful state of agi- 
tation, and before her fury subsided, a 
thrilling incident occurred on the lake 
shore off Winnetka. Atabout three o'clock 
Monday afternoon, despatches were received 
from F. J. ro, of Winnetka, and J. 
Weaterfield, of Evanston, conyeying the 
information that a vessel was stranded off 
Winnetka, filled with water, her crew per- 
ishing in the rigging from cold and expos- 
ure, and the signals of distress flying from 
her mast head. The news 0K ioned a 
lively excitement among the bravo sailors 
of Chicago harbor,and in a shor’ time there 
were plentiful offers of tuga wit! which to 
go tothe rescue. The tug Robert Tarrant, 
owned by Captain A. Burton, was seloctod, 
and within half an hour from the reception 
of tho dispatch, was steaming ont of th 
narbor, bearing a strong life‘boat contri- 
buted by tho ‘propeller Canisteo, nud 
manned by a crow of volunteers made up 
as follows : =

King ; Captain Wm, Gamble, of the schooner

South Hastings Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. 

’ The regular monthly meeting of the 
aboye Association was held on the 20th inst. 
| The meeting was opened at half past 10 
o'clock, by Mr. Inspector Johnson taking 
the chair. On reading ihe minutes of the 
previous session a short discussion arose 
‘concerning the action tuken by the Associa~ 
tion at its last session with regard’ to Dr. 


‘Ryerson’s work on Agricultural Chemistry. 


The Thspector stated that as Mr, Squier 
had an essay on Agricultural Chemistry, 
which he would read during the afternoon 
session, he considered that it would be bet- 
ter to defer {lie discussion, until that time. 
The forenoun session was occupied in ex- 
plaining difliculties in Grammar, Mr. Gal- 
livan asked for some information on the | 
method of changing sentences from the 
active to the passive voice, and Mr, Gardner 
wished for somo explanation on the Con- 
jnuction ;/in answer to which, the Inspector 
stated that the method he always adopted 
was to divide all Conjunctions into the 
classes, Copulative—Disjnnctine and Ad- 
verbial, and that all farther subdivision 
was unnecessary, he also gave it as his 
opinion that Davie’s smaller Grammar, was 
the best text book for Common Schools 
that we have, Tho discussion during the 
foretioun was very animated, and of great 
practical benefit to the teachers present. 
Mr. McKeown proceeded to demonstrate 
his method of teaching Fractions by stating 
that he considered short definitions the 
best and that he always found fractions one 
of the most difficult branches of Arithmetic 
to make pupils thoroughly understand, and 
he then ina lucid manner proceeded to 
give his method of teaching Addition, Sub- 
traction, Multiplication, Division and Re- 
duction of Complex Fractions, and in an- 
swer to questions explaining reasons of tho 
various rules, clearly proving to all that 
he thoronglily understands his subject. 

The Inspector stated, in answer to a ques- 
tion as to wlint- he considered the best defi- 
nition for a Wraction, that, A fraction is 
an expression represexting one or more of 
the equal parts into which any quantity 
may be divided.” Mr, Gullivan showed 
his method of illustrating fractions by dia- 
grams.

The Late Robert Richie. 


The following from the Ottawa Citizen 
was unayoidably crowded out on Saturday : 
* This venerable old man, who was known 
to most of the older inhabitants of this city 
and neighborhood, has gone to his rest. 
He breathed his last on Monday, the 2nd 
inst., at the family residence, Belleville, at 
the advanced age of 87 years. Mr. Rircniz 
came to this place, then Bytown, about 38 
years ago, the central portion of the Parlia- 
ment Buildings now marking the site of his 
former residence, where he lived over a 
quarter of acentury, He camo out to 
Canada in connexion with the Imperial ser 
vice ; and having received an appointment 
here in charge of the military stores, he re- 
tained this position until Ottawa ceased to 
be maintained as an Ordnance Depot. He 
then resigned his connexion with the ser- 
yice, and went to live in Belleville, whither 
apartofthe family had already remov- 
ed, 

Many eventful scenes had he witnessed 
during his long life, some of them of a most 
stirring character. He accompanied the 
forces sent out to assist the Spanish patriots 
against Napoleon in 1808, as Sorgeant in 
the Royal Artillery, and was present at the | 
celebrated retreat of Corunna, Boing but 
about ten or fifteon yards from Sir Joun 
Moone, when he fell, he witnessed that 
event, saddening to the heart of the British 
brave, of theic renowned general being 
carrried off mortally wounded, and that at 
& most critical juncture, Sharing in the 
great privations which the remnant of the 
army afterwards underwent he returned 
with it to England, Ip 1814 he had again 
taken ship forthe continent under WeLLING+ 
ToX, when ho was unexpectedly recalled, 
much to his distppointment, for had he 
gone he would hayo been at that ‘world's 
earthquake, Weterloo,” Subsequently he 
was placed in charge for several years of
